Shock 


There was not the slightest 
doubt the presidential candidate, 
making much of his “Crusade,” 
was shocked.

Nixon’s television show, in 
which he appeared with his wife 
to explain, in detail, his fund, 
was carefully and professionally 
staged—even to facial make-up. 
It was something of a triumph, 
maudlin and syrupy, but nonethe- 
less a stage triumph. But, Gen. 
Eisenhower still wanted to ‘“‘talk 
it out.”’ The meeting occurred 
in Wheeling, W. Va. The Nixon 
plane was late and the meeting, 
at the ball park, waited. It ar- 
rived after 9 o’clock. They both 
spoke at the ball park. Then came 
the meeting. It was 2 o’clock the 
next morning when Gen. Eisen- 
hower, Sen. Knowland and Sen. 
Nixon emerged from the general’s 
private car. 

Meanwhile, we newspaper men 
on the Eisenhower train had been 
talking with those who had been 
assigned to Sen. Nixon. Most of 
these were Californians and knew 
him well. 


Anger 


They reported that twice an 

angry Nixon had almost ‘come 
off the ticket.’’

_ Sen. Nixon, who saw nothing 
wrong in taking the fund from 
his admirers, was shaken with re- 
sentment by the implied rebuke 
and comparison. One reporter de- 
scribed his anger as so great 
that his best friends among the 
newsmen had difficulty calming 
him and persuading him from 
rash decision to quit the ticket.

6 Pet. Rise 


WASHINGTON, March 2 (UP)— 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today granted a six per cent 
increase in most railroad freight 
rates to help the carriers make up 
some 500 million dollars in in- 
creased operating costs, 

The increase will become effec- 
tive next Wednesday. The commis- 
sion, heeding requests from hard- 
pressed farmers, limited to five 
per cent the increase in rates for 
hauling certain farm commodities. 

The railroads had. sought a gen- 
eral seven per cent freight rate 
increase. Railroad attorneys esti- 
mated the six per cent hike would 
boost the carriers’ annual revenues 
by some 423 million dollars a year. 

The ICC ruled that line-haul rates 
on coal and coke in carload lots 
may be boosted by six per cent 
to a maximum of 15 cents a net 
ton. 

Carload rates on grain, its prod- 
ucts and by-products, livestock and 
fresh meats as well as packing- 
house products, were limited to a 
five per cent increase. 

Certain commodities were held 
to a maximum increase of 6 cents 
per 100 pounds. They included fresh 
fruits and lumber. The fruits in- 
cluded citrus and vegetables, mel- 
ons, edible nuts, and canned or 
preserved foods. 

The increase on building wood- 
work and millwork was limited to 
a maximum of 7 cents per 100 
pounds. Sugar and unmixed grain 
syrup were held to a maximum 
hike of 5 cents per 100 pounds.

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Jordan Turmoil Is 
Warning of Trouble 


: Out of the lava rock and desert king- 
dém called Transjordan comes another 
stpry which shows how the winds of 
4 rmpanasaes are blowing. 

’-A small lion of a man, Maj. Gen. John 
Bagot Glubb, with the rank of pasha, has 
been ousted as commander of the Arab 
Legion in the country across the Jordan 
fpom Israel. 

- This means basically that Egypt has 
proved more powerful than Britain in the 
area. Transjordan literally was “made in 
Great Britain.” It came into being 
through efforts of British power and 
diplomacy. Originally a part of Syria, it 
was set up as a separate state in 1919 
and protected by an Arab Legion. 

First commander of the Legion was 
a legendary figure, a Maj. Peake, who had 
been a lieutenant of Lawrence of Arabia. 
He was succeeded by Gen. Glubb, vet- 
eran of World War I, three times wound- 
ed and many times decorated. He made 
of the Arab Legion one of the finest 
little armies in the world. 

n 1940-41, when German power was 
corel and the Arabs believed the British 
at the end of their rope, Arab national- 
ists looked to the Nazis for Help. Only 
Glubb’s loyal Legion kept the area for 
England. 

In the 1948 fighting in which Israel 
startled the world by defeating all the 
Arab armies aligned against her, only 
the Legion prevented an utter rout of 
those forces. It did hot win but it held its 
own. 

.. Glubb was devoted to his Legionnaires 
and they to him. Without doubt his dis- 
missal will bring deep and sincere sorrow 
to the men. 

Transjordan is, in truth, little more 
than a “kept” state. It became of prime 
importance to the British after they gave 
up the Suez Canal. A large Royal Air 
Ferce base is located there. The govern- 
ment existed largely on. the British 
subsidy of twenty-five million dollars per 
yéar. 

* Recently Transjordan rioted against its 
government which was about to sign the 
Baghdad Pact, opposed by Egypt. Now 
Egyptian influence has forced British con- 
trol out of the army. With Glubb will 
gd*some 20 officers. 

‘ The British cannot afford to lose this 
base. The hasty summoning of the cabi- 
nét in London demonstrates the seriousness 
of the problem. Its loss would be a serious 
blow to the United States also. 

* That the Russians will fish in these 
trpubled waters and that their agents and 
money are behind the nationalists in 
Jordan itself is not to be questioned. 

Once again we will do well to note 
the dynamite in the word “colonialism” 
in today’s world.

* President Eisenhower and GOP Chair- 
min Léonard Hall should get together on 
the question of the President’s health. 

*Mr. Hall insists that Ike’s physical 
condition should not be an issue in the 
coming campaign.

, Jet noises are among the symbols of 
the times. 

, That these sounds are objectionable 
cahnot be denied. Householders near air 
bases have raised so much counter noise 
that it has been estimated that base 
commanders spend as much time placating 
their taxpaying neighbors as they devote 
to national defense. 

‘What to do about these noises was the 
subject of a recent conference in Wash- 
ington. The general conclusion was that 
people just have to get used to them. 

- 'It. would cost more billions than the 
Pentagon has to move air bases to un- 
populated areas. And if they did, people 
inevitably would buy and build near these 


new bases and start complaining about 
the noises all over again. 


Some interesting information came out 
of the conference. The noise from a super- 
sonic jet for instance is one and one-half 
billion times as great as the minimum 
noise that can be heard by human ears. 
It is sach a great noise that consideration 
is being given the idea of employjng only 
deaf persons as ground crews. 


Jet noises are a current and contro- 
versial topic, and the cure is time. More 
and more things are being discovered to 
make jets less noisy. 


In the meanwhile it is good to remem- 
ber that railroad noises were just as dis- 
turbing to our ancestors as jet sounds are 
to us and that this generation has learned 
to sleep through the noise of diesel trucks 
on an upgrade, | 


Jet sounds are disturbing. But at the 
same time they are reassuring signs that 
we still have a national defense program. 
Th fact, in view of some of the news con- 
cerning Russia’s advances in the field of 
nuclear weapons, the skies of America 
might not be noisy enough.

The legal curtain thrown up. to pro- 
test youthful miscreants is worrying some 
officials charged with law enforcement 
in Georgia. 


Judge James T. Manning sounded off 
on the subject recently when he charged 
the grand jury in the Cobb Superior 
Court. 


The Cobb County judge said he would 
go along with anonymity for first of- 
fenders, but. he believes that on the 
second offense the community is entitled 
to know what kind of a person a boy or 
girl is or is tending to become. 


J. P. Mahaffey,’ columnist "for the 
Gainesville Daily Times, refers to a state- 
ment made on the same subject by Roy 
Leathers, solicitor-general for the Stone 
Mountain Circuit. 


Not only does the law make prosecu- 
tion for youth crimes difficult if not 
impossible, these court officials are say- 
ing, but the ban on publication of names 
handicaps the parents of decent children. 
They cannot forbid their children to asso- 
ciate with law violators unless they know 
who those violators are. 


The jurist and the prosecuting attor- 
ney have made a strong point. No one, 
either juvenile or adult, relishes publicity 
for wrongdoing.”But even with juveniles, 
whert the wrongdoing becomes persistent, 
publicity should be a part of the 
penalty. Certainly there would be an at- 
tendant protection to the parents of young 
people who try to do right.

Peachtree Street Laments 


The Passing of a Big Oak 


One of Atlanta’s finest trees, the red 
oak at the Atlamta Woman’s Club on 
Peachtree, is no more. The tree succumbed 
recently to a combination of causes, partly 
old age, partly stresses laid on its aged 
trunk by high spring winds, and partly, 
no doubt, the vicissitudes of life in the 
city. 

The oak was one of the many big 
trees which has brought Atlanta a con- 
siderable amount of fame. For Atlanta, 
away from the downtown business dis- 
trict, is as well forested as any American 
city and considerably better forested that 
most. 

The oak at the Woman’s Club was es- 
timated to be approximately two centuries 
old, which gives it more age than the 
United States has as a nation, It was only 
a decade or so old when Oglethorpe 
landed at Yamacraw Bluff and laid out 
the oak-shaded squares and streets of 
Savannah, but it was a mighty giant of 
more than acentury Of growth when asur- 
veyor drove the stake around which At- 
lanta grew. 

White oaks and red oaks are among 
the noblest of the native trees of the 
Georgia Piedmont. Blight, bulldozers, old 
age and progress take their toll, but a 
tree-loving and beauty-conscious citizenry 
constantly is planting young trees to 
take the place of those which have given 
their quota of shade and beauty and for 
one reason or another been felled.

pressed the love of Christ toward

St. Francis had not been telling 
people what they must do; he had 
shown them. Emerson ‘once said 
that he would rather see a sermon 
than hear one. That had been 
Francis’ kind of preaching. 

Christ preached many inspiring 
sermons and yet we do not usually 
think of Him as a preacher, al- 
though His Sermon on the Mount 
is the world’s most eloquent ‘ser- 
mon.

10:11). A shepherd isn’t a person 
who talks to sheep; he shows the 
sheep the way, he leads them, he 
helps and protects them. After 
Christ had left His disciples, Peter 
recalled that He was Qne ‘‘Who 
went about doing good, and healing 
all that were oppressed of the dev- 
il; for God was with Him’’ (Acts 
10: 38). 

Spoken sermons are important, 
for they offer inspiration, instruc- 
tion and guidance. But acted ser-

last year. Where did it go? Approx- 
imately 5% per cent of it was 
saved. The rest was spent. 

Eleven per cent of it was spent 
for taxes. Almost 42 per cent was 
spent for non-durable goods, 11.7 
per cent durable goods, 30 per cent 
for services. And that’s about it, 

Now, let’s take a single dollar 
and look at it. This is a spending 
dollar, one left after taxes. 

Fifty cents of the dollar goes for 
such basic things as food, clothing 
and housing. Housing takes 12 
cents, fgod and alcoholic beverages 
30 cents, and clothing and «shoes, 
eight cents. 

The next big item is the car. 
Automobiles and parts take seven 
cents out of every spending ‘dollar. 
Gasoline and oil require another 
three cents.

Furniture and household equip- 
ment take six cents of the dollar 
and household operation gets five 
cents.
